Critically wounded Flynt rasps 
an appeal for a 'free press'

LAWRENCEVILLE, Ga. — “If you could see 
what my stomach looks like, it'd make you sick," said 
Larry Flynt, his voice barely a rasp as he lay in a 
hospital bed here. 

By his side was his wife, Althea, who had kept 
vigil at the hospital since Monday, when her husband 
was severely wounded on a Lawrenceville sidewalk,
